it was known as one of the 


greatest blasphemiés ever di- 
rected against the state of 
Texas. It came from General 
Philip Sheridan, a native of 
New York, who was serving 
with the United States Army in 
Texas prior to the Civil War. 

Sheridan, who grew up in the 
relatively cool ‘summers òf up- 
state New York, was spending 
his first summer in Texas. 
Needless to say, it was hot. 

“If I owned -Texas and all 
hell," he said one torrid after- 
noon. “I would rent out Texas 
and live in hell." 

Today most Texans would 
probably-agree with Sheridan. 
The summer of 1998 has been 
incredibly hot - a prolonged pe- 
riod of record-breaking heat 
that shows no signs of ending 
anytime soon. 

Since early June the temper- 
ature has topped 100 degrees 
in dozens of locations around 
Texas. Rain has been їп short 
supply, too, prompting the gov- 
ernor to ask for federal disas- 
ter aid. Dozens of people have 
died with hundreds more re-

All Texas heat waves are now 
compared to the summer of 
1980. From June through mid- 
July of that year, the weather 
in Texas was characterized by 
abundantly sunny skies and 
amazingly intense heat. 

The clear skies and unwaver- 
ing sunshine produced large 
evaporation rates leading to 
parched and cracked soils, de- 
pleted groundwater supplies 
and dry creek beds. 

Livestock and crop losses 
were staggering - over $500

alone. А 25 percent. reduction 
in grain sorghum yields was 
the largest in a quarter of a 
century in southern Texas. 
About 100,000 acres of corn 
and soybean were either lost or 
badly damaged. 

The hot, dry weather affected 
big cities, too. In Houston, 
streets cracked and buckled 
under the fierce sunshine. 
Power consumption reached 
record levels as residents re- 


lied on fans and air condition- , 


ing to keep cool. 

Still, the temperature kept 
going up. The last week of June 
brought the hottest tempera- 
tures ever recorded in Dallas 
(113) and Wichita Falls (117). 

Abilene, Austin, Dallas-Ft. 
Worth, El Paso and Houston 
set records for the hottest July 
in recorded history. Іп much of 
northern Texas, the tempera“ 


ture shot above 100 degrees. 


every day in July. 

One way to measure the in- 
tensity and staying power of 
the 1980 heat wave is the 
record number of 100-degree 
days that Al Oliver echoed the 
words of General Sheridan in 
describing the hot weather. 
Oliver, a baseball player for the 


` Texas Rangers, had just played 


his first night game in Texas. 

“If hell is any hotter than 
this," Oliver was quoted as say- 
ing, "I'd better get my act to- 
gether." 

Some residents might have 
considered Oliver's remarks 
the second "greatest blasphe- 
my every committed against 
Texas," but, like: Sheridan's 
comment a hundred years ear- 
lier, no one disagreed.

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Glades farmers are funding 
more environmental efforts 


At the annual meeting of the 
Environmental Protection Dis- 
trict, Chairman John 
Schlechter announced that the 
group had contributed more 
than 920 million toward envi- 
ronmental restoration efforts 
sínce the EPD's inception near- 
ly 10 years ago. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion District was created in Oc- 
tober, 1989, by Everglades 
Agricultural Area farmers in 
response to escalating environ- 
mental concerns and tHe lack of 
focused spending on tightly- 
targeted restoration goals, This 
special taxing district was cre- 
ated with the unanimous sup- 
port of all area landowners, 
with the farming taxes used to 
fund. environmental research 
and restoration efforts. 

“These taxes are levied solely 
for. environmental purposes 
and are in addition to the agri- 
cultural privilege tax levied by 
the Everglades Forever Act in 
1994,” Mr. Schlechter said. “We 
are already seeing theyresults 
that have come from farmers 
putting their own money on the 
line to solve environmental is- 
sues.” 

The EPD has paid to bring 
into compliance sewage treat- 
ment plants serving South Bay, 
Belle Glade and Pahokee that 
were releasing nutrient-rich ef- 
fluent directly into the system. 


“Тһе Everglades Protection Dis- 


trict was also instrumental in 
helping clean up water flowing 
into lake Okeechobee, more 
than meeting the government 
requirements. In addition, the 
EPD contributed more {һап а 
million dollars to begin the 
Everglades Nutrient Removal 
Project, the South Florida Wa- 
ter management District’s suc- 
cessful: prototype filter marsh 
that was the forerunnef of to- 
day's Stormwater Treatment 


Areas that will filter farm and ,

urban run-off flowing into the 
Everglades. 

The farmers’ taxes have also 
funded research for On-farm 
Best Management Practices 
(BMPs) through the University 
of Florida’s Institute for Food 
and Agricultural Sciences 
(IFAS). These BMPs have re- 
sulted in a more than 50 per- 
cent reduction in phosphorus 
leaving the farms. The farmers 
also have sponsored the first 
and most extensive nutrient re- 
search and replicated experi- 
mefits inside the Everglades. 

Conducted by Duke Universi- 
ty Wetlands Center, this re- 
search is targeted to determine 
the causes for change in the 
Everglades and the role played 
by ‘nutrients in that change. 
This research includes the first 
long-term, replicated dosing 
study ‘where varying levels of 
nutrients are introduced into 


the Everglades ecosystem in a 
tightly-controlled mafiner with- 
the impacts observed and mea- Ф; 
sured over a period of years. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion District continues to fund 
ongoing BMP research as well 
as research on water quality is- 
sues related to hydro period 
and nutrient loading being per- 
formed by the Duke University 
Wetland Center. The district is 
also working in cooperation ^ 
with the South Florida Water 
Management District to imple- 
ment a program of research, 
testing, and best management 
practices addressing: water 
quality standards. 

“Farmers in the Everglades 
Protection District believe that 
the results of their efforts @) 
speak clearly of a successful 
and long term commitment to 
Everglades restoration," Mr. 
Schlechter concluded.

The project also contains the 
Kissimmee River restoration 
project, which encompasses 
land in the upper and lower 
basins and covers an estimated 
88,000 acres. 

The district's objective is to 
acquire lands necessary to ac- 
complish this restoration. This 
figure and the various project 
maps will be adjusted as sur- 
veys of the required areas are 
completed. 

In 1991, the district expand- 
ed the Kissimmee Upper Chain 
of Lakes’ to include 24,000 
acres of the shoreline in the up- 
per basin. This includes 6,933 
acres-that meet the qualifica- 
tions of the SOR program and 
are not part of the Kissimmee 
River restoration project. ` 

During 1997, the district ac- 
quired 2,135 acres. Real prop- 
erty interests have been ac- 
quired in more than 23,000 
acres, The state owns an addi- 
tional 1,700 acres. , 

The district wants to acquire 
real property interests to allow 
Stages in these lakes to be 

‚ raised from 52.5 to 54 feet. The 
Kissimmee River restoration 
project needs this additional- 
water for year-round flows.

“Food and Mood” by 
Elizabeth Somer offers tips on 
reducing stress through 
lifestyle changes and proper 
nutrition. 

Those who suffer from stress- 
related problems are advised to 


avoid tobacco, limit consump- 
tion of alcohol, get at least 
seven hours of sleep. a night 
and exercise regularly. They 
are also advised to eat break- 
fast. (I keep telling you that 
your mother was right. I 
advise everyone to eat break- 
fast, every day, whether you're 
under stress or not.) 

U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture researchers found that 
stress can cause a depletion in 


the minerals which help main- ` 


tain the body's natural immune 
system. 

Those under stress are 
advised to consume more foods 
high in magnesium (bananas, 
low-fat milk and wheat germ) 
and zinc (such as oysters, whole 
grains, extra-lean meats and 


turkey). 

The vitamins known as the 
antioxidants, including vitamin 
C and E are also helpful in com- 
batting stress-related ailments. 

The B vitamins are aiso 
“stress-busters.” But be careful 
if taking vitamin supplements. 
Ms. Somer warns that large 
supplemental doses of B6 can 
be toxic.'It's safer to get more of 
the B vitamins through con- 
suming foods such as bananas, 
avocados, fish, baked potatoes 
and dark green, leafy vegeta- 
bles. 

There is also a relationship 
between carbohydrate intake 
and stress. During times of 
stress, according to “Food and 
Mood," the body needs more 
complex carbohydrates to keep 
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help combat stress 


the RNE, “levels steady. 
Complex carbohydrates include 
whole grain breads, cereals and 
pasta:

The injury may 
leave a dime- or nickel-sized 
hole in the cartilage, which pro- 
duces sharp pain, swelling and 
restricted movement and can 
cause the knee to catch or lock 
up. 

“Our concern із that if you 
jleave that датарё &lone,'éven- 
tually the patient will develop 
degenerative arthritis," 
Pagnano says. "When the 
injury happens in someone in- 
their teens or 20s, in 20 years 
or во, you'll have someone fac- 
ing a knee replacement at a 


young age." 


Until now, surgeons have 
only been able to.drill into the 
bone to create scar tissue in the 
damaged area. But scar tissue 


isn't as strong as cartilage and 
doesn't hold up well. 
Sometimes, doctors also can 
clean out the area and realign 
the knee to shift weight off the 
injury. Results from both 
options are usually short-lived. 

“None of these techniques 
addresses the problem of the 
missing cartilage, Pagnano 
says. “Your body doesn't have 
the ability to regenerate new 
cartilage. it’s not like bone, 
where when it breaks, your 
body makes new bone." 

But laboratory scientists 
have been able to do what the 
body can't: grow new cartilage 
cells from a small sample of 
healthy cartilage. 

For patients, it's a two-step 
treatment. The first is an out- 
patient procedure to remove 


two tiny samples of articular 
cartilage from a non-weight- 
bearing area. The sample is 


sent to a lab, where over four" 


weeks, the tissue is cultured to 
grow about 12 million cartilage 
cells, which are sent back to the 
surgeon in a vial of liquid. 
Implanting the regenerated 
cells involves ореп-Кпее 
surgery, and thé patient spends 
at least one night in the hospi- 
tal. To hold the new cells in 
place, the surgeon first creates 
a tent over the damaged area 
from fibrous tissue taken from 
the shin. Once the tent is sewn 
in place, the cartilagé cells are 
injected under it, and the patch 
is sewn up. The seam is made 
watertight with glue. 

Although it only takes six 
hours or so for the cells to 
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adhere to the underlying bone 
and surrounding cartilage, 
patients can expect a long 
recovery. Eight weeks on 
crutchés is the norm, followed 
by many more months of 
restricted activity for the 


affected knee. It takes up to 
two years for the cartilage to 
mature fully. *So'it will proba- 
bly be two years before they can 
go back to sports that involve a 
lot of twisting and turning," 
Pagnano says. 
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The procedure was approved 
by the Food and Drug 
Administration a year ago. It is 
not approved for use in other 
joints, such as the hips or 
shoulders. And while youth is 
not a prerequisite, the proce- 
dure cannot be done in people 
whose knees are already eroded 
by arthritis. "If someone has 
been told he needs a knee 
replacement, it's probably 
beyond the point where this 
can help," Pagnano says.

Private automobile license tags 
would deter insurace fraud

One of the risks Florida drivers face is the 
possibility of being involved in an automobile 
accident with an uninsured motorist. Although 
state law requires auto insurance, perhaps as 
many as one third of Florida's automobiles are 
uninsured. The problem of uninsured motorists 
could be significantly reduced by privatizing the 
issuance of automobile license tags. 

Here's how the system would work. Insurance 
companies would issue license tags with their 
logos affixed, but would issue them only to 
automobiles they insured. If an automobile was 
involved in an accident, the insurance company 
that issued the car's tag would be liable. Thus, 
police could tell at a glance if a car was unin- 
sured because it would have no tag, and it 
would be easy for'police to keep uninsured 
„motorists off the road. 

Indeed, one can envision motorists with both 
insurance and cellular phones indignantly call- 
ing police to report sightings of cars without 
tags. 

Insurance companies would issue tags to 
their customers, and the insurance contract 
would be valid as long as the car had the com- 
pany's tag. The company could, if it wanted, 
extend credit to an auto owner by allowing the 
owner to keep the tag despite falling behind on 
premium payments. To cancel the policy, the 
company would have to reclaim the tag. 

Car owners who refused to return their tags 
when asked would be guilty of theft, and obvi- 


ously so would people who stole tags from some- 
one else to put on their cars. This potential 
problem would be minimized, howeyer, because 
a stolen tag would only be useful if it wére dis- 
played in plain view on the thief’s car, and 
stolen property in plain view would be relative- 
ly easy to recover. 

The revenues that car tag fees provide to gov- 
ernment could be retained by applying a tax on 
the tags insurance companies issue. Of course, 
the tax could be much smaller than it is cur- 
rently; because counties would no longer have 
the expenses associated with collecting the tax 
and issuing the tags themselves. Governments 
would have smaller expenses, but insurance 
companies would have little, if any, additional 
expense, reducing total costs for-auto owners. 
Insurance companies already send proof of 
insurance documents to their customers, and 
their only extra burden would be to send license 
plates at the same time. 

In general, privatization has the advantage 
that private firms tend to operate more effi- 
ciently than government bureaucracies, and no 
doubt this would be true in auto licensing. But 
the saving in cost would be only.a secondary 
benefit when compared to the advantage of 
greatly reducing the number of uninsured 
motorists on the road.

Private automobile license tags 
would deter insurace fraud

One of the risks Florida drivers face is the 
possibility of being involved in an automobile 
accident with an uninsured motorist. Although 
state law requires auto insurance, perhaps as 
many as one third of Florida’s automobile 
uninsured. The problem of uninsured motorists 
could be significantly reduced by privatizing the 
issuance of automobile license tags. 

Here's how the system would work, Insurance 
companies would issue license tags with their 
logos affixed, but would issue them only to 
automobiles they insured. If an automobile was 
involved in an accident, the insurance company 

. that issued the car's tag would be liable. Thus, 
police could tell at a glance if a car was unin- 
sured because it would have no tag, and it 
would be easy for police to keep uninsured 
motorists off the road. 

Indeed, one can envision motorists with both 
insurance and cellular phones indignantly call- 
ing police to report sightings of cars without 
tags. е 

Insurance companies would issue tags to 
their customers, and the insurance contract 
would be valid as long as the car had the com- 
pany's tag. The company could, if it wanted, 
extend credit to an auto owner by allowing the 
owner to keep the tag despite falling behind on 
premium payments. To cancel the policy, the 
company would have to reclaim the tag. 

Car owners who refused to return their tags 


ously so would people who stole tags from some- 
one else to put on their cars. This potential 
problem would be minimized, however, because 
a stolen tag would only be useful if it were dis- 
played in plain view on the thief's car, and 
stolen property in plain view would be relative- 
ly easy to recover. 

The revenues that car tag fees provide to gov- 
ernment could be retained by applying a tax on 
the tags in ice companies issue. Of course, 
the tax could be much smaller than it is cur- 


rently, because counties would no longer have 
the ssociated with collecting the tax 
and issuing the tags themselves. Governments 


would have smaller expenses, but insurance 
companies would.have little, if any; additional 
expense, reducing total costs for auto owners. 
Insurance companies already send proof of 
insurance documents to their customers, and 
their only extra burden would be to send license # 
plates at the same time. 

In general, privatization has the advantage 
that private firms tend to operate more effi- 
ciently than government bureaucracies, and no 
doubt this would be true in auto licensing. But 
the saving in cost would be only a secondary 
benefit when compared to the advantage of 
greatly reducing the number of uninsured 
motorists on the road

Misconceptions, lack of codes make 


lightning a threat to boaters

When Fort Lauderdale 
marine surveyor David Pascoe 
discusses sailboats with 
prospective buyers, he can bet 
they'll never ask about one 
major issue. T 

“When I do surveys for peo- 
ple buying boats and I tell 
them about lightning protec- 
tion, I get a 1,000-yard stare - 
it's like, "What are you talking 
about?" he said. 

If this summer is like past 
summers, Florida will lead the 
nation in the number of days 
with lightning activity, and 
lightning strikes will kill sev- 
eral residents. Yet many own- 
ers.of the state's more than 
750,000 registered vessels wil 
leave docks in boats that are 
'either unprotected or poorly 
protected from strikes, putting 
` themselves: in danger and 

exposing equipment on their 
ebbats to damage or destruc- 
tion, according to a University 
of Florida lightning expert and 
marine surveyors in the state. 
Ewen Thomson, an associate 
professor of electrical and com- 
puter engineering, and two 
South Florida surveyors say 
the problem results partly 
from sailing enthusiast and 
power boaters’ ignorance of, or 
misconceptions about, light-

But it also stems from a lack 
of codes requiring boat mánu- 
facturers to install lightning 
protection systems, Thomson 
said. 

No one keeps track of how 
much damage boats sustain 
from lightning each year, but 
marine surveyors agree costs 
likely total millions of dollars: 
Much of the damage results 
from ruined navigation, radio 
and other electronic equip- 
ment, said Pascoe, a marine 
surveyor for 30 years. Damage 
on boats he surveys typically 
ranges from $10,000 to 


.$40,000 per boat, he said. 


Another Fort Lauderdale sur- 
veyor, Ted Crosby, said he 
looks into 10 to 15 lightning 
claims annually, with one. 
recent claim totaling $43, 000 ` 
in damage.

freshwater boats require as a mini- 
mum a long metal strip along the 
bottom of the hull (freshwater does 
not conduct electricity as well as 
saltwater). 

Sailors should also ground the 
wire to other metal conductors in 
the water, such as the prop. 

People in open boats, mean- 
while, should be especially wary of 


storms. . 

If boaters cannot avoid the 
storm, Thomson suggests mount- 
ing a lightning conductor - for 
example, a push pole - to attract 
lightning strikes. 

Boaters should be certain the 
conductor is well-grounded to the 


` water, and they should take care to 


avoid contact with the conductor or 
the waterline.
